NEEDLESS WASTAGE OF 
HUMAN LIFE. 
(PRESS ASSOCIATION WAR SPECIAL.) 


The . following despatch hak been received 
from Mr. H. Warner Allen, the representa- 
tive of the British Press with the French 
Army — 

It is from one of the eastern or north- 
eastern forts of Verdun that the best idea as 
to the real meaning of the present. battle can 
be obtained. Standing on the parapet of 
such a fort, one has an extended view over 
the plain of the Woevre. Nowhere than in 
“that plain on the whole 500 ‘miles of the 
front is the mud ‘more diabolical, Communi- 
eation with the advanced lines 4s frequently. 
interrapted, ‘since-all movement is impossible 
owing to mud and water. i ! 

Immediately above this 
of the Meuse, rises the hilly plateau that is 
called the Haute de Meuse. Here the heights 
reach an altitude of over a thousand feet, and 
command the plain below. At the-edge of the 
pen the view is a wonderful one, particu 

rly on a day of clouds and fitful sun, when 
Strange. shadows are thrown over the woods 
and fields that lie below. The plateau itself 
Is a gigantic:fortress. Nothing has n 
spared by the French to make it impossible 
for the enemy to reach the Meuse across

‘Trenches, barbéd wire entanglements, every- 
thing that the science of warfare has been able 
to invent have been enrbodied in the defences. 
There is not a slope that is not swept. by flank- 
ing machine guns, safely hidden in shelters 
that onlv the largest shells can destroy. 

The attack on Verdun was a very difticult 
enterprise for the Germans to undertake, and 
to all appearance their object was rather to 
obtain a mora! than a material success. The 
enemy knew that in present conditions an 
advance of more than a féw miles was im- 
possible, and Verdun was the nearest objec- 
tive to his front. Such an advance at Verden 
was more difficult than at many other points 
of the front, but it had one great advan- 
tage. it might lead to the capture of a so 
called fortiess, and consequently ~- produce a 
far greater moral effect than would he tHe 
case elsewhere, where the ground was easier. 


COPYING FRENCH TACTICS. 

The Germans, finding that their efforts in 
hevery other direction to break through the 
Steel circle which surrounds them were use- 
less, were forced to concentrate their “hopes 
on an offensive on the Western front. They 
had taken carefully into consideration the 
battle of Champagne. 
the French had opened a breach in their 
line, and they argued that the imperiect 
results of- the operations were due only to 
the inability of their enemies to exploit the 
first advantage that they had gained. In 
typical German fashion they appear to have 
decided -to copy the French system, and at 
the sane time to raise it to the North Power. 

The French, they argued to themselves, by 
firing so many shells on a front of so many 


so many more sheijls on a narrower front, 
so that we can be certain there will be no 
obstacle to the advance of our infantry. The 
French had not enough men, they considered, 
to carry their initial success to its conclusion ; 


large number of men behind their attack. 
The German waves of men passing through a 
comparatively narrow breach (the main in- 
fantry attacks were made on a front of four- 
teen kilometres), between eight and a half 
and nine miles, would then sweep out east 
and west round the defences of Verdun. . No 
doubt, giyen the strength of the French 
artillery, the German losses would be heavy, 
but, eg | terrible the casualty lists, they 
considered the capture of Verdun would be 
an ample recompense. | 


UNPARALLELED ROMBARDMENT.- 
The enemy’s artillery opened a bombard- 
ment that has had no equal in this or any 
other battle, and this bombardment was 
followed by a massed attack of some seven 
Army Corps, of over three hundred thousand 
men. But the French were nót caught 
napping, as were the Germans in Champagne. 
Their artillery- held its own and checked the 
German advance. The great initial attack 
did not give the results which the German 
High Command had hoped. The enemy’s 
Generals considered that such an attack must 
be fully successful at once or not at all; 
consequently it is to be observed that the 
yerman communiqués minimised the whole 
affair, suggesting that the operations were 
merely intended to modify the line, and were 
only of local importance. ' 

WHOLESALE SACRIFICE OF LIFE. 

The German conception of war is very diffe- 
rent from that of the French. The enemy 
has shown himself prepared to sacrifice ap 
unlimited number of men to obtdin an ob 
jective that could not really be of essential 
importance to the issue of the war. The 
French, on the other hand, consider both in 
defence and in attack that it is essential not 
to sacrifice more human lives than the ob- 
jective is worth. Consequently questions 
arose how many men had the Germans been 
able to concentrate on: this single section of 
the front, and were they in sufficient force to 
compel the French to retire from the main 
line of the defences of Verdun. 


THE TAKING OF FORT DOUAUMONT. 
After successive attacks, the Germans suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a foothold on the higher 
part of the plateau, and in capturing the fort 
of Douaumont, at the north-eastern corner of 
‘the outer ring of forts. It seems clear that 
after this success the Germans believed that 
they had broken through, aad that Verdun 
was in their hands. The German cominuni 
set up a cry of victory, and ‘declared that the 
Brandenburgers were solidly established in 
the captured. position. 

At this point, -however, there came a change 
in the situation. Just as in the defence of 
Nancy, the Germans, when they reached the 
forest of Champaneux, below the plateau of 
Arenco, believed that the capital of Lorraine 
was in their hands, only to that the -real 
defence was just beginning—so at Verdun it 
was only on the line between the Cote du 
Poivre and Douaumont that the enemy dis- 
covered the strength of the French’ resistance. 
A counter-offensive was opened by the French. 
The village of Douaumont was recaptured and 
the French swept round the fort. A line of 
resistance stronger than any of the deferices 


Verdun. . - 

The result oí this unéxpected resistance 
soon became apparent.

PROPOSED LIMITATION OF 
GERMAN TRADE. 
(SPECIAL TELEGRAM.) 

LONDON, Taourspay. 


The special “Trade after the War” meet- 
ing having coneluded ‘yesterday, the fifty- 
sixth annual meeting of the Association «f 
Chambers of Commerce of the United King- 
dom took place to-day at the Hotel Cecil. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Sir Algernon F. Firth (the President), who 
of the annual report, reférred to the war. 
He said that they must recognise with pride 
and satisfaction the spirit of our 
which was the same as it was when t 
began. All were resolved that we should 
win. No Joss or sacrifice would daunt us, 
and, so long as we remained courageous 
against any possible adversities, the result 
was as certain as that. the sun would rise 
to-morrow. (Cheers;) Both the brave men 
facing death and the men and women in our 
workshops were needed for victory, and, in 
regard to. the latter, when the tale could be 
told, many present croakers would be vastly 
astonished.

There were certain goods which would occur 
to the minds of everybody—luxuries, or food 
that anybody could do without. Ín case 
of the discontinuance of an industry the 
importation of similar goods produced abroad 
should be checked by the imposition of big 
duties up to, ‘say, even 100 per cent., so that 
if ple would have the goods the State 
would benefit largely by their extravagance. 
(Hear, hear.) It would be a comparatively 
small matter to compensate anyone whose 
business was closed, if by so. doing the dura- 
tion of the war was shortened to any appre-. 
ciable extent. (Cheers.) ;

COMMERCE AND THE IMPERIAL 
INSTITUTE. '

cil of the Imperial Institute. 

Lord Islington, Under Secretary fór India,

[mperial Institute, in supporting the pro- 
posal, mentioned that owing to the activity 
of the Institute this country, without relying 
on Germany, would now have at its di i 
the valuable antiseptic thymol and boxwood 
{which had hitherto been drawn from the Ger- 
pian and Black Seas), and which we could 
obtain from South Africa. Much had also 
been done in regard to the perfection of 
cotton, the development of copra, and, under 
the auspices of the Institute, he had every 
reason to believe that in the years to come 
raw materials which we depended upon from 
abroad would form an important staple in- 
dustry of this country and the Empire. 


‘Professor Dunstan, of the Imperial Insti- 
tute, also. pointed out that mainly owing to 
the work of the Institute this country would 
be able to provide itself from within the 
Empire with atropin, opium, and the raw 
material for gas mantles, which had hitherto 
been entirely a German monopoly. Let us 
hope that before long we should be able to 
produce dyes on ‘a scale, which would make it 
unnecessary even to go back to Germany. 
(Cheers. ) ‘

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SITUATION AT VERDUN. 

' A well-known Staff Officer in the French 
Army, discussing the first phase oí the battle 
of Verdun. with the Daily Mail’s own cor- 
respondent in Paris yesterday, said—The 
standstill to which the enemy has been 
brought on the Hauts de Meuse, the only 
po which they hold with success, means 
that. the offensive must be begun all over 
again., I have been present at most of the 
great battles since the beginning of the war, 
and, they have all followed one general plan. 
First, during the period of preparation comes 
a series of divisions at various points. -Then 
the general advance. occurs along a consider- 
able front, which narrows as the action de- 
velops. Later the fighting is concentrated 
on two or three main points. Finally the at- 
tack centres on one key position, round which 
it rages for two or three days—for instance, 
the assault on Douaumont during Friday and 
Saturday and part. of Sunday—and when the 
duel on that point ceases it may assumed 
that the battle is over. That is the situation 
at the present moment round Verdun. 


DEEDS OF HEROISM. 


Among the episodes of Verdun, recountec 
by men wounded in the battle, is one record 
ing the conspicuous gallantry of a French 
Infantry Commandant named de Font Reaux, 
says the Paris correspondent of the Daily 
‘Mav. On Saturday last, one of the most 
critical days of the struggle round Douav- 
mont, the men of one regiment, dazed by 
five hours’ incessant shelling, weakened in 
the centre. - Their line was not broken, but 
they threatened to yield. The men in some 
places fell back a couple of hundred paces 
and threw themselves on the ground. De 
Font Reaux, realising the danger, seized a 
rifle and deliberately walked forward under 
a hail of shrapnel, and standing§ alone on the 
crest where the fire was hottest, shouted— 
“On your feet, lads, and form fourgs.’’ The 
men mnmediately obeyed? When they’ had 
formed up into an open. column, the com- 
mandant, shouldering his rifle, shouted 
“ Forward," and led them: back to the firing 
line. Another officer who distinguished him. 
self.on the -same day was a Colonel command. 
ing a regiment of light infantry. Noticing 
that two machine guns engaged in an enfilad- 
ing fire had stopped work, he went forward 
with An orderly to see what was the matter. 
He found the gunners shot dead. Kneeling 
down, he told his companion to pass him a 
belt of cartridges, wad kept the gun going 
at se | speed. When the first gun became 
heated, he turned to the other, and kept up 
the enfilading fire all through the afternoon.

POSITION OF MARRIED MEN, 
With regard to married men, the Prime 
Minister’s pledge had been kept in the letter, 
and now he (Lord Derby) was asking the 
} Government to take such steps as would make 
it kept in the spirit as well. Although, since 
the beginning of the year, it had been an 
open secret that no married men would be 
compelled to join, no less than 130,000 mar- 
ried men had been voluntarily attested, and 
no. less than 4,500 attested yesterday after- 
noon, He must say he sympathised with 
them, and would do all he possibly could to 
represent their case as fairly to the Govern- 
ment as possible, and to secure Government 
co-operation with the War Office to help them 
in what, after all, was a difficilt task.
